Dear Mr. Blakey: 


i have read your letter of 4 August to Mr. Breckinridge 
and it is my view that Ambassador Helms is fully protected, 
so far as concerns his authority to discuss classified 
information with the Committee, by Mr. Carlucci's letter of 
27 duly. You should note in this regard that Mr. Carlucci 
attached to his 27 July letter a copy of the letter of 
understanding of 23 March relating to classified disclosures 
or testimony by present or former Agency employees. This 
letter of understanding was signed by Mr. Carlucci in his 
capacity as Acting DCI, thus eliminating any possible 
question as to the validity of the authorization. 


In light of the above, I see no need to reissue the 27 
July letter under the Director's signature, or to have the 
Director's signature added to that letter.
